THE BNP CAMPAIGN against Islamic extremism looks increasingly 
hollow after The Bradfordian obtained a photo of party leader Nick 
Griffin in Libya during an all-expenses paid fundraising trip. He was 
there as a guest of Libyan leader Colonel Gaddafi and was hoping to 


get funding for his racist and anti-Jewish campaigns. 


Nick Griffin (left of photo) has also publicly supported Ayatollah 
Khomeini, the spiritual leader of the Islamic revolution in Iran. 

Griffin saw Khomeini, Gaddafi and the National Front, of which he 
was a leading member at the time, as part of an international alliance 


against Jews and the United States. 


Nick Griffin tries not to talk about his past admiration for Islamic 
extremists as it would show the sham of his current anti-Muslim 


campaign. 


Griffin is a typical fascist leader. He will say what he thinks people 
want to hear even if he doesnt privately believe it himself. Today he 
opposes Islamic fundamentalism but secretly he takes their money.

Yorkshire BNP funded by nazi skinheads 


NAZI SKINHEAD MUSICIANS are funding the BNP 
Campaign in Bradford, The Bradfordian can reveal. 
On 19 January, 100 BNP members and nazi skinheads 
attended a fundraising concert in Leeds which raised 
£1000 for the party’s election campaign. Performing 
at the social was Stephen Calladine. 

Calladine was a former member of the notorious skinhead 
band Skrewdriver and supporter of the nazi terror group 


Combat 18. He was recently interviewed for a nazi video 
Standing in front of a portrait of Adolf Hitler. 

Organising the concert was Leeds United hooligan Tony 
McDonnell, another former C18 Supporter with 
convictions for violence. 

Also present was the Halifax BNP organiser, Adrian 
Marsden. He is another football hooligan and was raided 
by police for his Combat 18 activities.
